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January  5:  World's  Greatest  Athlete 

Here  is  the  strongest  contender  for  the  world's  funniest 
movie.

Definitely  not  an  average 
college  athlete,  Nanu's  roommate  is  Harri,  a  bengal  tiger 
dressed  in  student's  clothing.

January  12:  The  Black  Hole

February  9:  Black  Beauty
